Deposit Found in an Idaho Mine Which 


Gives Out Light Under Cer- 


tain Conditions. 


Boise, Idaho, Dec. 27.—George F. 


Ayres, a well known miner, has un- 
earthed a mineral substance which 
has illuminating power which he found 
300 feet 'from the surface. 
He had 


been running a cross cut tunnel to tap 
his ledge and ran across a deposit 
that gave o3 enough light so that he 
could proceed without the aid of his 
candle. 
He. brought some pieces to 


the surface and experimented with 
them, in his cabin that night but they 
gave off 
only a 
phosphorescent 


gleam. 
In the earth, however, the 


light was almost bright. 


He imparted the information to an 


assayer, who has been able • to repro- 
duce the atmospheric conditions in 
water that prevail where the mineral 
is found and lighted a room with it. 


He has several fruit jars partly fill- 


ed with the mineral, which is covered 
with a fluid preparation. 
While it 


will not supplant other means of il- 
lumination in large places, it can be 
used in thousands of mining camps, 
where coal oil is expensive aud elec- 
tricity and gas unobtainable.

The Domestic Art Department of 


the Janesville 
High School lias at- 


tracted much 
attention during the 


past few years. The feature of this 
department, 
especially 
unirjue and 


one that is frequently inquired about, 
is the noon-day lunch. 


Many pupils living at a distance 


from the school bring their lunches 
and one object of the noon-day hot 
lunch is to furnish them with some- 
thing hot, wholesome, savory, and in 
every 
way 
suited to a student's 


needs. Another object is to bring them 
together ia a social way at a neatly 
prepared table, where pleasant con- 
versation with friend 
ana 
teacher 


adds much to the pleasure and also 
acts as a great aid to digestion. 


The menu for luncheons are chosen 


with direct reference to obtaining the 
most nutritious and easily digested 
food such as a student 'ought to 'have, 
something he can digest before he 
goes to work and that does not make 
him dull or sleepy, as a heavy or im- 
proper meal often does. The plan now 
on hand is to serve different courses 
at a stated price, allowing the pupil 
to select any course he may desire to 
eat with the dinner he brings from 
home. Besides this the regular three 
course luncheon is served to those who 
prefer to pay the 10 cents. The lunch- 
eon usually consists of a soup course 
with crotonis or wafers, sandwiches 
of fruit nuts or cheese and a dessert 
of fruit or pudding. 
An occasional 


course of -meat is not disregarded in 
cold weather 'for valuable protein is 
found in this way. The .drinks are 
water, milk, chocolate and sometimes 
for variety a cup of coffee to supply 
an element in connection with oth- 
er food.

classes, this being one of the prac- 
tical sides of the lunch idea. Work ts 
done in class for a purpose ana there- 
fore is done with double interest by 
the girls, who all like the cooking and

fcome making. They make and serve 
the lunch, take new ideas and recipes 
home to try them and in most cases 
'success attends their effort. Princi- 
ples learned this way and practically 
Illustrated can never be forgotten. 


'No department of school work in- 


volving laboratory methods can be in- 
troduced at such a small Initial ex- 
pense for equipment. The cost for the 
finest equipment should not, exceed 
$500 and many such departments are 
instituted at an expense of less than 
$100. 
This department, with manual 


training for boys, is aided by the state 
to the extent of $250 per year. 
A 


number of high schools in the state 
are operating these practical depart- 
ments and many more are investigat- 
ing the subject with chat object in 
view.—Madison Cardinal.

. must bo soon, so enormous Is our in- 


crease-our foreign rivals will be arous- 
ed from their lethargy, and they will 
neck to discover moans to check our ex- 
port growth, 
m this circumstance, 


possessing, as they now do, the only 
weans with which our exports can be 
carried abroad, it would bo easy for 
them to withdraw their ships from our 
ttado and thus leave us without any 
means for conveying onr products to 
their foreign markets.

ships, our people would be absolutely 
helpless, and a staggering blow would 
thus be struck at our export.trade, the 
injurious effects of which would be felt 
In every manufacturing and business 
waiter of the nation.
